1 had ftfy first venous thrombosis in 1975, a left femoral bypass in 1 ,00, followed by two 
emergency opei-utions thece, and aside from wliat in most people in minor syegery, vAtaract 
reiQovel, 'Jlii on tin prostate and the removal of a ooupjo of skin ctuneers I’ve also had 
open-heart surgery, tliree bypasses, <*nd I'm 70. So you can see wliy I iw&t H±alce time just 
for chitchAt letters. 

With regard to tby person preset at JHC's autopsy, I'll not even check the list of 
thooe tliere for identification. If that person wants confidentiality, ho or she is untitled 
to it. However, it should bo torn in uind th.t tho usking of questions souutines can dis- 
tort recollection, particularly after many year *, have passed, and if tho questions are not 
absolutely correct then this danger is increased and the interviewee may tlierefter //remem- 
ber" incorrectly. There ore relevant instances. And only too often, particularly after 
reading the boons theorizing "solutions," those who 'Me read theia, lacking detailed factual 
knowledge, buliove what is not the ^oase is actually accurate when it isn't. 

This is reflected in your belief that Sibert and O'Heiln left earlier than they did. 

They remained throughout tho entire autopsy, u.,til the body was given to tlm undertakers. 

Who, I believe , did more than embalm the bo^y. I'm pretty sure there was extensive recon- 
struction, plus soi ie comestic efforts, and these added materially to tfte embalming tine. 

There is nothing wrong or sinister in Kellerman's going for °lint Hill to be a witness 
to the wound location und it was, I tldrde, the right tiling to do. Hill was a member of the 
detail .and ji wi tness. If you recall wliat I wrote about this, what kelieruun did, aside from 
being good pi*- police proceodure, made an important evidentiary and historical record. 

I do loo,: forward to getting a tr:.ru»cript of the interview of tho person present at 
the autopsy, uuy I a g. jest tliat the interviewer begin by asking tliis person first to say 
whatever comes to mind about it, without any questioning, und, assuming that tho interview 
will bo taped, as it should be, just restrict to encouraging undirected recollection. While 
this person is tal,d;ig, notes of questions cun be made, and after all the uninspired recol- 
lection is record^thou ask questions. 

There is a question I'd like us, cud, going back to the Sihert-d ‘Neill report and its 
^ference to alleged surgery of the liead: did Wr.Humeu or anyone else ask the gallery if 
there liad been surgery of ~he h ud. Wind by this I do iiot mean where the skull was opened^. 

I believe t]iere was another reason for tho prosectors to wonder about tliis.
